Since our lust there have been several ar- 
rivals from Europe bringing intelligence to 
the Ist October. The news circulated a few 
days ago that an armistice had been conelu- 
ded preparatory to peace between Russi 
and Turkey, on terms singularly favourable

‘The Paris papers of the 28th of Septem- 
ber, contain the account of the conclusion 
аг peace, as given in the London Atlas of 
the 27th. ‘There was also a rumour, on the 
same day, of the renewal of hostilities be- 
tween the Russians and the Turks. ‘This re- 
port was somewhat strengthened on the 29th, 
by the following extract of a commercial 
letter from Vienna, dated September 18.

He went out 
but very seldom; and although several Eng- 
lishmen are established here, not one of them 
visited at the house of the Ех. Governor of 
St. Helena, It is said that towards the end 
of the month of August last Sir Hudson 
happened to take a solitary walk outside of 
the town, when he was met by some English- 
men, who recognized him. ‘These gentlemen 
reproached him with the death of Napoleon, 
they threatened to make him known at Aix 
Ja Chapelle for they thought it impossible, 
after he was once known, that he could ever 
again appear with impunity in public. This 
rencounter threw Sir Hudson into a most 
desperate state; and from that day forwar 
he never ventured out of his house again.— 
The account of his death was rrerived with 
indifference.
